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CERMAK FUNERAL 


Most Impressive Rites 
‘City Ever Saw Accord- 
ed Assassin’s Victim. 


CHICAGO, March 10.—(/)—May- 
or Anton Joseph Cermak, Chicago's 
first foreign-born mayor, who started 
in the coal pits, rose to th? mayoralty | 
and died from an assassin’s bullet, 
was buried in the Bohemian National 
cemetery today in the most impressive 
funeral the city ever saw. 

It was ‘just 23 days after he was 
wounded by a shot intended for Pres- | 
ident-elect Roosevelt at Miami, Fla. | 

Police estimated 50,000 persons—_ 
soldiers, sailors, municipal employes | 
and eitizens—marched in his funeral 
procession— a line five miles long. | 
The 12-mile route to the cemetery was | 
lined with additional crowds ‘estimat- | 
ed in hundréds of thousands. |

side of the city where Mayor Cermak 
once, as democratic national commit- 
teeman, took an active part in the

Mayor Cermak was not a. member 
of any denomination, so the services 
were no-sectarian. Governor Henry: 
Horner, of Illinois, his long-time 
friend and political associate; Rey. 
John Thompson, of the First Meth- 
odist church; Father Daniel Frawley, 
of St. Jerome's Catholie ehurch, and 
Rabbi Louis Mann, of Sinai temple, 
eulogized the mayor. 

The casket lay on a catafalque lo- 
cated in the center of a flower-formed 
cross on the stadium floor, The seat- 
ing capacity of 25,000 was filled. to 
overflowing. 

Mayor Cermak’s casket was placed 
in the family vault beside the body 
of his wife, Mary, who preceded him 
in death several years ago. Brief 
Masonic rites were administered. 

Huddled about the crypt were men 
with whom Cermak was intimately

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ROOSEVELT MOVES 
T0 AID ARMS MEET 


Hull, Davis Called Into 
Conference To Discuss 
Next U.S. Actions. 


By F. G. VOSBURG. 

WASHINGTON, March 10.—()— 
Rattling sabers in the ‘far east and 
in Germany stirred President Roose- 
velt to take a personal hand tonight 
in seeking to save the cause of dis- 
armament. 

A suddenly called White House 
conference with Secretary of State 
Hull and Norman H. Davis, Ameri- 
can disarmament conference delegate, 
disclosed a belief on the part of the 
government that a showdown.is im- 
minent on the whole great movement 
toward reduced military strength and 
expenditures. 

While participants declined to dis- 
cuss the conference, it was understood 
the Roosevelt administration will take 
tL: position that if other nations in- 
crease their armaments instead of re- 
ducing them it will be necessary for 
the United States to do likewise. 

At the same time, the full strength 
of this nation’s prestige and influ- 
ence will be thrown into the conten- 
tion that one of the most powerful 
aids toward world economic recovery 
would be a definite agreement reduc- 
ing expenditures for armies and 
navies. 

Hull and Davis bore to the White 
House the latest information on de- 
velopments in the far east and in 
Europe, where French fears have been 
aroused lest Germany, under the pow- 
erful fascist premier, Adolf Hitler, 
may attempt to rearm. 

From Japan in recent days has 
come the disquieting word that in 
view of the undeclared war with China 
the Japanese will seek to increase 
their armaments and that they are not 
satisfied with the 5-5-3 ratio agreed 
on at the Washington naval confer- 
ence under which they have technical 
naval inferiority to the United States 
and Great Britain. 

Another report has been that the 
Japanese would feel free to build a 
navy for Manchukuo, the state they 
have created in captured Manchuria. 

President Roosevelt’s secretary of 
the navy, Claude A. Swanson, re- 
cently announced that he would seek 
to have America’s sea forces built up 
to the limit of the London and Wash- 
ington naval treaties. 

The White House discussion was a 
general one; but Davis, who is ex- 
pected to return soon to Europe for 
further disarmament conversations, 
was understood to have been given 
certain informal but definite instruc- 
tions by Mr. Roosevelt. 

Mr. Davis is expected to see Presi- 
dent Roosevelt again next week on 
the subject. 


CAMPAIGN FOR SILVER 
RENEWED BY PITTMAN 


WASHINGTON. March 10.—()— 
Senators from the west today in- 
itiated a move to turn the monetary 
emergency into rejuvenated prices for 
silver. 

In three bills designed to bring sil- 
ver into wider use as money and to 
lift from the market the existing sur- 
plus, Key Pittman, of Nevada, dem- 
ocratic president pro tempore of the 
senate, renewed a campaign begun 
last session. 

Senator Burton K. Wheeler, demo- 
erat, Montana, reintroduced his bill 
for the remonetization of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1 with gold, the old 
war cry of William Jennings Bryan 
in his campaign for the presidency. 

One of Pittman’s bills would permit 
Great Britain to pay up to $100,000.. 
000 of her war debt in silver. with 
the maximum allowance to be 45 cents 
per ounce. 

Another would authorize the gov- 
ernment to buy 5,000,000 ounces a 
month of the domestic production, 
while the third proposed that this 
country purchase $250.000,000 worth 
in the open market to remove the 
world surplus.

geles harbor. a large emergency force 
of marines and sailors was dispatch- 
ed to Long Beach. 

San Pedro police said that two 
masts on famous “Old Ironsides” were 
broken by the force of the quakes. It 
was lashed to a dock at the time. 

Fires flared out in many communi- 


| ties, chiefly those between Los An- 


geles and its harbor district, 20 miles 
away. 

Panic and destruction, fire and 
death spread through the great met- 
ropolitan area as the shocks recurred. 


The first and most severe caught 
tens of thousands of homeward bound 
citizens in the downtown area. White- 
faced, they rushed here and there seek- 
ing safety. 

Ensuing Shocks. 

Reports of the destruction wrought 
by the first quake were just begin- 
ning to come in when a second one 
struck, at 6:06 p. m. Four minutes 
later there was a third, and a fourth 
shock was only two minutes behind 
that. At 6:16 p. m. the fifth quake 
shook the area. Then there was a 
pause until 6:28. The seventh shock 
came while reports of the dead, dying 
and injured were beginning to stream 
in. The eighth shock occurred at 
8:4. p. m. 

Long Beach which was believed to 
have been at the epicenter of the 
shock, was isolated. The quake had 
been expecied by seismologists for 
years, but their forecasts had not 
been made _ public. 

The walls of the old Chamber of 
Commerce building fell in Los Angeles 
and many injured were reported taken 
from the ruins. A part of the old 
police statior fell info the street. A 
fire in downtown Los Angeles was 
soon que»ched. the water mains hay- 
ing held. Building collapsed at Cen- 
tral and Slausen streets in the south- 
west section of the city. Several were 
injured, 

Motion picture workers fled from 
studios in Culver City as _ plaster 
cracked and fel! from the walls. 

All Los Angeles fire equipment was 
in action a few minutes after the first 
quakes, 

Buildings Aflame. . 

The tremors fired a number of pub- 
lic and private buildings at Hunting- 
ton Park. 

The auditorium of the Huntington 
Park High school was aflame, as were 
several industrial structures near-by. 

Walls of many structures were dam- 
aged and bricks strewed the sidewalks. 
Hundreds of windows were broken. 

Racing through the lower floors of 
the city hall, a woman who gave her 
name as Mrs. Virginia Welbvsrn hys- 
terically informed police that she had 
just killed a man in front of the build- 
ing as her car ran out of control as 
a result of the quake. The body was 
removed to a hospital by a passing 
motorist. 

Five hundred physicians and sur- 
geons, 56 ambulances, scares of pri- 
vate vehicles and practic 
registered nurses in the 


pital appealed for additional doctors 

as ambulance calls poured in from 

the southern section of the county. 
Compton Damage. 

An appeal from Compton said ey- 
ery masonry building in the town 
was leveled or badly damaged and 
that medical sypplies were badly 
needed. 

Harry Parsons, Compton newspa- 
perman, telephoned that he took a 
carload of medical supplies to the 
hospital and health center and found 
the institutions overflowing with in- 
jured, 

As additional reports came in it 
was revealed that the temblors shook 
and twisted virtually every city and 
hamlet south of the Tehachapi moun- 
tains, that is, Southern California 
proper. 

Calls came from many communities 
for medical aid and police protection. 
An appeal was sent from Long Beach 
to the governor to call out the na- 
tional guard for police duty. 

The main shock seemed to center 
down the region of the Santa Ana 
river, which was first named by the 
white settlers the “River of the Sweet- 
est Name of Jesus of the Earth- 
quakes.”” On the banks of that river 
in 1778 a band of Spanish soldiers 
were badly shaken. They named it 
in tribute to the tremor. 

The Los Angeles district, which 
Long Beach adjoins, was first known 
by the Spanish settlers as the Bay of 
the Earthquakes. 

About every seventy-five years the 
area has been stricken, the last major 
earthquake being in 1857. 

The tower of the city hall in Ingle- 
wood caved in and the walls and roofs 
of numbers of downtown buildings 
were damaged. No casualties were re- 


ported. 

Sheriff Eugene Biscailuz ordered 
his complete force of deputies to Long 
Beach and Compton. 

At 8:30 p. m. it was reported that 
a large bakery in the eastern part of 
Los Angeles was aflame, the heat be- 
ing so great no one could approach. 
It was not known whether workers 
were trapped inside the structure. 

Homes and streets were flooded at 
Ninety-fourth street and Western ave- 
nue in Los Angeles when the quake 
knocked a big water tank from its 
supports. 

The deluge threw residents of the 
district into terror. 

Panic prevailed among patients in 
the General hospital as one shock fol- 
lowed another. Hundreds rushed 
screaming for exits and plaster fell 
from ceilings and walls. Many faint- 
ed, and were saved by nurses from be- 
ing trampled under foot. 

Film Stars Safe. 

Homes of motion picture stars in 
the Malibu Beach colony were damag- 
ed but slightly, telephonic reports 
said. The*chimney of the residence 
of Walter Morosco was tumbled. 

Hundreds of Japanese men, women 
and children fled Terminal island, be- 
tween San Pedro and Long Beach, 
fearing a tidal wave. Carrying house- 
hold goods and blankets they made 
their way to the mainland and slept 
in the foothills. 

Railroads reported passenger trains 
operating generally on schedule, In- 
spectors rode ahead of Southern Pa- 
cific trains on gasoline cars to exam- 
ine tracks and tunnels. 

At this hour, the character of the 
reports, together with information at 
the Carnegie institution of Washing- 
ton seismological laboratory at Pasa- 
dena, indicated the epicenter of the 
disturbance was in the ocean, possi- 
bly off Newport Beach, south of Long 
Beach. More than a hundred separate 
shocks were felt. 

Huntington Park, a small commu- 
nity with a large business district 
immediately adjoining the southwest 
industrial section of Los Angeles, 
was sorely stricken. 7 

Twelve bodies were recovered from 
the ruins within four hours of the 
first quake. Some reports were that 
at least twice as many lives were lost 
there. No estimate could be made of 
the number of injured. 

Signal Hill Oil Fire. 

One of the reports from the Long 
Beach area came from Milton Bland, 
of the advertising department of the 
Long Beach Press-Telegram. He was 
driving on Cherry avenue near Willow 
street, at the foot of Signal Hill on 
the eastern outskirts of the city. He 
said his car was thrown violently from 


side to side when the embankment of 


the east side of the road gave way a 
moment later and toppled into the 
street, 

Next he heard an explosion and saw 
flames shooting up from an oil der- 
rick on the west side of Atlantic ave 
nue at San Antonio drive. Within a 
short time a dozen derricks were blaz- 
ing, he said, and most of them toppled 
over. 

Downtown he observed fire hydrants 
on Anaheim street near Orange ave- 
nue had broken and water was gush- 
ing about 75 feet into the air. 

All Windows Shattered. 

Getting back to the main business 
section, he said that it was his obser- 
vation that on American avenue and 
Pine street from Seventh to the ocean 
front there was not a window left in- 
tact in a single building. 

The plant of the Press-Telegram, 
he said, was so badly damaged that 
the morning edition of its subsidiary, 
The Sun, would be published in Pasa- 
dena, 

Admiral R. H. Leigh, commanding 
the United States fleet, sent 625 blue- 
jackets and marines into Long Beach 
and 100 into Compton tonight and 
said he expected to have 1.200 or more 
landed and working in Long Beach 
by morning. He has 20,000 men 
available for rescue relief work. 

Nordley Steele, mémber of the Los 
Angeles police air reserve unit, took 
off in an airplane at 9 p. m. to make 
a survey of the Long Beach, Compton 
and San Pedro areas, and report any 
isolated fires so they could be given 
immediate attention.

ALL NAVAL FORCES 
STANDS BY TO LEND AID 

SAN DIEGO, Cal., March 10.—() 

All naval vessels in San Diego Bay 
were preparing at 8:45 o’clock tonight 
to depart at the command of Vice Ad- 
miral W. D. Leahy for Long Beach, 
a four hours’ voyage. 
_ A radio message from the command- 
ing officer of the U. S. S. California, 
flagship of the battle force now stand- 
ing off Long Beach, said, “In view 
of possibility of disturbances be pre- 
pared to send all available armed 
forces.” 

The message also asked that all 
available patrols be landed at Long 
Beach to report to Lieutenant Com- 
mander W, A. Heard, of the Cali- 
fornia, who is commandant of patrols 
already ashore there. It asked that 
the maximum medical equipment be 
landed and all fire fighting equipment 
not needed for the safety of the ships. 

All sailors on leave in San Diego 
were instructed to report to their 
ships in a special radio broadcast.

mander, informed the navy depart- 
ment by radio tonight, 

His message was brief, reporting 
there had been an earthquake, the 
damage of which had not been deter- 
mined. 

The form of assistance usually 
taken by the navy is in rescue work 
and police duty by the men, giving 
medical assistance and other aid. 

The rest of the fleet, with such 
units as the submarines that might 
be endangered in a quake-affected re- 
gion, were at San Diego. 

At President Roosevelt’s direction. 
Farly asked Admiral William V. 
Pratt, chief of naval operations, and 
General Douglas MacArthur, chief of 
army staff, to extend all assistance 
within their means in the stricken 
area. These instructions were trans- 
mitted immediately to naval and army 
posts in the Loa Angeles district. 

Admiral Pratt was asked to have 
an immediate survey made by officers 
of the fleet and report as soon as pos- 
sible to Washington. 

Naval communications was inform- 
ed soon after midnight that the relief 
resources of the ships stationed at 
Long Beach had swung into action 
and at that time were coping with 
the situation satisfactorily. 

These radio communications con- 
firmed dispatches from Los Angeles 
that early reports of hundreds killed 
in Long Beach were exaggerated. The 
navy radio did not attempt, however, 
to estimate the dead or injured. 

Admiral “Weigh in a second commu- 
nication to the navy department ex- 
pressed confidence the fleet could sup- 
ply all assistance the navy would be 
called upon to give. 

With the battleships and cruisers 
centered at San Pedro, upwards of 
25,000 men were estimated to be there 
with the fleet, most of whom would be 
available for pressing into relief 
service. 

The fleet, also, provides large med- 
ical and hospital facilities, including 
full medical stores, for the officers

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-A DANGEROUS MEASURE. 

The house measure proposing 
that the highway board consist of 
ten members, to be elected one 
from each congressional district, 
should be killed by the senate. 

Instead of taking the highway de- 
partment out of politics, the enact- 
ment of such a bill would make 
this branch of the state govern- 
ment a football of politics, to be 
kicked around in every militia dis- 
trict-in the state. 

It would bring chaos in the ad- 
ministration of the department, dis- 
‘ rupt the efficiency of its service, 
and do more to demoralize its work 
them any step that could be taken 
by the legislature. 

The bill passed by the house, 
with but little consideration, being 
hurriedly rushed to a vote, now 
goes to the senate, where, in the 
interest of good service, efficiency 
administration and economy, it is 
to be hoped it will rest for the re- 
mainder of the session. 

If by chance it should be brought 
to the floor of the the 
quicker a quietus-is put on it, the 
better it will be. 

There are certain officials, state 
and corporate, who ought to be 
elected by the people. Other of- 
ficials should be selected by the re- 
sponsible heads of the government, 
with direct accountability for re- 


senate, 


sults. 

Georgia has already gone too far 
in the matter of electing officials 
by the people, especially in the mat- 
ter of the judiciary. . Fortunately 
the trend is now in the other direc- 
tion. 

Certainly the senate will not fol- 
low any such blind leadership as 
that responsible, whether purposely 
so or not, for the suggestion that 
would throw the highway depart- 
ment into a veritable ‘maelstrom of 
politics. 

The._house acted with undue and 
‘unfortunate haste in it’ “considera- 
tion of this® proposal, which the 
senate should kill with as little de- 
lay as possible. 


THE RIGHT KIND OF FARM AID. 
" Prediction that if the way to pros- 
perity is again opened up to the 
farmer “he will be the Moses who 
leads us out of the wilderness of 
our economic distress,’’ was made in 
a recent address by Sam R. Me- 
Kelvie, editor of the Kansas Farmer, 
One of the leading agricultural 
papers of the country. 

But before the farmer can come 
pack into his own, Edi:or McKelvie 
points out, ‘the barriers must be 


removed that have closed the for-. 


éign markets to his products.” 
Here, in a nutshell, is what he 
Says congress can do- for the 
farmer: 
First, reduce the cost of govern- 
went and taxes substantially; second, 
stay the execution of reasonable farm 


debts pending the day of better com- | 


modity prices: third, practice the 
game economy in government that the 
farmer is practicing in his business; 
fourth, facilitate the opening of for- 
eign markets and the speeding up of 
industry at home; fifth, let the farm- 
#@r run his own business. 

A striking parallel to the opinion 
of this farm editor is contained in 
the following statement made be- 
fore the senate finance committee 
by Winthrop W. Aldrich, chairman 
of the governing board and presi- 
dent of the Chase National bank: 


The manufacturer doesn't need 
higher prices—what he needs is vol- 
ume; but the farmer must have -radi- 
enlly higher prices. ‘We must get the 
balarice restored between the mann- 
facturer and the farmer. This means 
that the farmer must get his export 
market again. I would strike at the 
export trade. 

- Commenting on the significance

éf the back-to-the-farm movement, 
Editor McKelvie says: | 

There ie a trek back to the land. 
The United States department of agri- 
cultu:- reports that one and one-third 
million people have returned to the 
farm in the Jast two years. A_ mil- 
lion more will follow. This is what 
has happened in other major depres 
sions. It is significant of the fu- 
ture. Vast numbers ef these people 
were on alms or nearly so. On the 
farm they will be self-sustaining and 
the money that was required to sup- 
port then will be set free for pro- 
ducti-e purposes in inaustry and busi- 
ness. That. in turn, will mean in- 
creased employment and incréased de- 
mand for the food that comes from 
the farm. 3 

The farming interests of the 
United States need, and. should 
have, sympathetic and practical aid 
in their efforts to emerge from their 
present difficulties, but the politi- 
cal nostrums with which they have 
been dosed during the -past few 
years, under the guise of “farm re- 
lief,” have done more harm than 
good. 

Marketing systems that have been 
developed through a hundred years 
of experience have been disrupted 
and foreign outlets for surplus crops 
have been .closed by impractical 
schemes. 

Instead of trying to tell the farm- 
er how to run his business, relief 
efforts should be in the direction 
of broadening his markets, instead 
of lessening them, and towards mak- 
ing his dollar more stable. 

The republican tariff. wall, shut- 
ting off commerce between the 
United States and other nations, 
Started the downfall of the farmer, 
and the wrecking effect on his do- 
mestic marketing system, resulting 
from the stabilizing efforts of the 
farm board, completed the job. 


A BANKER’S ADMISSION. 


lt is not surprising that the pro- 
gram proposed by Winthrop WwW. 
Aldrich, head of the Chase National 
bank of New York, to rid commer- 
cial banking of ‘“‘any spirit of spec- 
ulation,” has disturbed some of the 
high financiers, “international’’ 
bankers and holding company ma- 
nipulators of Wall Street. 


Under its provisions the rich loot 
some of. these unethical 


suspecting investors cf the country 
would be a thing of the past. 

Significance is added to the Ald- 
rich suggestion by the fact that he 
is a brother-in-law of John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., and a son of former 
United States Senator Aldrich, an 
outstanding champion ot banking re- 
form. The approval of the program 
by the active head of the Rockefel- 
ler interests is another testimonial 
of the broad humanitarianism of the 
Rockefellers, father and son. 

The Aldrich proposal is tanta- 
mount to a confession, coming from 
the biggest bank in the world, lo- 
cated in the heart of Wall Street, 
that the Wall Street banking meth- 
ods of the past are dangerously 
wrong and for the good of the coun- 
try, and the banks themselves, must 
be changed. 

The statement, in :ubstance, puts 
this great financial institution and 
its allied interests in the position 
of saying, ‘‘We acknowledge the 
error of the past and congress 
Should act accordinviy to make im- 
possible such activities in the fu- 
ture.”’ 

Aldrich emphasizes the fact that 


ibanks and investment companies 


must be completely divorced. The 
mere prohibition of joint’ directors 
would mean nothing, for ownership 
dictates the real controlling power 
of any corporation and if an invest- 
ment company and a bank are under 
the same ownership the situation 
would be the same as if there were 


an interlocking directorate. 


The Aldrich plan would include 


‘all commercial banks in the United 


States in the federal reserve sys- 
tem; would forbid private bankers 


‘to take deposits or to be directors 


of banks of deposit, and would 
Sharply limit the size of bank direc- 
torates. 

With this admission from. the 
head of the world's biggest bank 
that sweeping reforms are needed 
in our banking system, certainly 
no further urging upon congress 
Should be necessary for the enact- 
ment of legislation to protect the 
business interests, the investors and 


the depositors of the country from. 
the excesses that have been prac- | 


ticed. 

The Aldrich statement will have 
a further clarifying effect upon a 
Situation that is generally clearing 
up. Already it is assured that 
banking in this country hereafter 
will be very different from the Wall 
Street type which has prevailed dur- 
ing recent years. 

During the last few years, while 
thousands of banks were closing 
their doors in the United States, not 
a single bank failed in either Eng- 
land or Canada—incontrovertible 
evidence that our system must be 
revised. 

It is up to congress to enact the 
necessary legislation without delay. 
It could take no action more cer- 
tain to increase public confidence. 

No lawyers were admitted to Sing 
Sing last year, but they were per- 
mitted to enter some examples of 
their work.

By way of answer to this grave 
charge. Hitler has announced that 
the campaign against the Jews is go 
ing to be intensified. Half a million 
Jews in Germany are said to be the 
enemies who hold back Germany's 
recovery. Of course, there is no 
proof of this at al]. The Jews di- 
vided over all the classes of the popu- 
lation are simply German citizens, 
who have no more power to influ 
ence world events than anyone else 
or any other group. But it sounds 
all right to say this. Somebody has 
to have the blame and somebody has 
to be made the scapegoat. 

By picking on the Jews Hitler fol- 
lows the line of least resistance. It 
is the facile trick of the Russian 
czars formerly; when in _ trouble 
blame the Jews and divert popular 
discontent into the channel of Jew- 
baiting. The task before Hitler, as 
Dr. Bruening said, is to get Germany 
out of the muddle wherein she bas 
fallen. If he removed every Jew in,

UNRESTRICTED REOPENINGS 
ORDERED BY PRESIDENT 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—(4)— 
Confident that the outlook is excel- 
lent, President Roosevelt today or- 
dered a resumption of full banking 
operations by sound institutions to be- 
gin in all probability on Monday. 

To start the process of orderly mon. 
ey exchange going again he authorized 
the opening tomorrow of the 12 fed- 
eral reserve banks with power to 
make secured loans to member insti- 
tutions. 

Pending complete reopening of the 
solvent institutions, the president di- 
rected that all banks continue limit- 
ed operations tomorrow to assure the 
people of funds for the necessities of 
life over the week-end. 


Instruction: for the licensing of 
State and federal institutions for the 
resumption of fuli activity were broad- 
cast throughout the nation late today 
by Secretary Woodin. 


No definite time for the return to 
normal activity was fixed but it was 
said the applications for licenses 
would be given as speedily as pos- 
sible and it was expected things would 
be in full swing at a very early mo- 
ment.

In cities where there are clearing 
house organizations it makes it pos- 
sible for a much quicker checkup of 
the, condition of institutions than in 
other communities, 

State banking superintendents are 
made responsible for the opening of 
state institutions which are not in 
the federal reserve system but the 
same rigid rules of solvency are ex- 
tended to these. The treasury is the 
final arbiter on questions of dis- 
pute. 

It is the intention of the president 
that opening of banks which are 
members of the federal reserve system 
and the state institutions be carried 
out simultaneously and in every sec- 
tion of the country. 

It is the order of Mr. Roosevelt 
that every bank, no matter what its 
condition, shall be open tomorrow for 
what he considers the purposes of hu- 
manity on a common-sense basis for 
the payment of: pay rolls and house- 
hold necessities. 

He is relying on the officers of 
every bank to see to it that the 
spirit of this rule is not overstepped. 

It is the understanding at the 
White House that the governors of 
most of the states will lift their bans 
at the same time and probably to the 
same extent that the federal] prohibi- 
tion is relaxed. 

Presumably if state or city authori- 
ties consider it imperative to continue 
holidars that will be left to their 
discretion. No ruling has been made 
on that point. 

It is the understanding of the 
treasury that as federal reserve mem- 
ber banks open funds will be avail- 
able for correspondent state institu- 
tions in the normal way. 

It was emphasized at the White 
House that the general theory of last 
night’s proclamation was for a gen- 
eral continuation of the closing of 
the banks with provision for gradual 
lifting to be done by executive orders 
making the exceptions.

AKRON, Ohio, March 10.—(?)— 
The giant Macon, sister to the airship 
U. S. S. Akron, rode lightly on her 
“ways” tonight in the Goodyear-Zep- 
pelin dock ready for her air-birth and 
forma! christening tomorrow.

At 2:30 p. m., eastern standard 
time, Mrs. W. A. Moffett, wife of 
Rear Admiral Moffett, chief of the 
bureau of aeronautics of the navy de- 
partment, will pull the red, white and 
blue cord releasing 48 pigeons from 
the bow, as she. pronounces the 
words, “E christen thee Macon.” 

A ground crew will release’ the 
cables that hold her to four slender 
towers and the Macon will rise under 
the buoyance of 6,500,000 cubic feet 
of helium gas to signalize her air- 
birth. 

But her freedom will not be com- 
plete.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—(#)— 
The Class 1 railroads of the country 
lost $153,308,48S7 in 1932 as against 
a profit of $116,362,079 in 1931. 

Final figures for the year made 
public by the interstate commerce 
commission today showed that in De- 
cember the Class 1 railways had a 
net income of $1,731,672. The roads 
showed net income during only three 
months out of the 12. 


Dividend declarations from income 
and surplus on common stock dur- 
ing the year were $76,560,281 and 
on preferred stock $19,031,610. In 
1931 dividend declarations were 
$277,583,603 on common stock and 
$54,133,406 on preferred. 

The commission reported that only 
two sections of the country showed 
net income during the year. ‘The 
Pocahontas carriers—a group. of 
railroads hauling coal from the Poca- 
hontas coal fields in Virginia, West 
Virginia and Kentucky—showed a 
net income of $42,975,871 in 1952 
as compared with $52,217,045 in 
1931. 

The central western region rail- 
roads showed a net income of $9,599,- 
669 as compared with $71,215,785. _ 

The Southern railway system deficit 
was reported as $14,347,295, of which 
$10,955,562 was credited to the 
Southern railway itself; the Missou- 
ri Pacific system $14,023,923, of 
which the Missouri Pacific railway
